WE,  Charles  F.  Mattock,  John  McKee,  John  Lee, 
Annie  Aspinall,  Daniel  Aspinall,  James  Mil- 
more,  all  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  do  hereby  declare  : — 

1.  That  we  desire  to  incorporate  a society  under  the 
Benevolent  Societies  Act,  to  he  named  as  the  First 
Spiritual  Church  of  the  Soul. 

2.  That  the  objects  of  the  said  society  are  as  follows  : 
(I.)  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting 
a church  to  be  named  The  First  Spiritual  Church 
of  the  Soul,  and  for  the  promulgation  of  the  religious 
doctrines,  teachings  and  beliefs  appertaining  thereto. 

(2. ) For  making  provision  by  means  of  contributions, 
subscriptions,  donations  or  otherwise  against  sickness, 
unavoidable  misfortune  or  death,  and  for  relieving  the 
widows  and  orphan  children  of  the  members  deceased. 

(3.)  For  improvement  and  development  of  the  moral, 
social,  and  physical  condition  of  young  men  and  young 
women. 

(4.)  For  the  promotion  of  literature,  science,  and 
the  fine  arts  and  the  promotion  and  diffusion  of  knowl- 
edge. 

(5.)  For  promoting  the  cause  of  temperance  and 
moral  reform. 

(6.)  For  the  suppression  of  vice  and  cruelty  to 
children. 

(7.)  For  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals. 

3.  The  names  of  the  first  managing  officers  of  the 
Society  are  as  follows  : — 

President,  Charles  F.  Mattock  ; Vice-President, 
John  McKee  ; Secretary,  John  Lee  ; Assistant  Secre- 
tary, Annie  Aspinall  ; Treasurer,  Daniel  Aspinall  ; 
Chaplain,  Janies  Milmore. 

4.  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  business  of  the 
Society,  the  end  of  the  current  year  shall  be  deemed 
to  he  on  the  first  day  of  February,  A.D.  1909,  and 
thereafter,  from  year  to  year,  said  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year  shall  he  deemed  to  be  the  end  of 
the  current  year  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

5.  On  the  first  day  of  February  and  on  the  1st  day 
of  September  in  each  and  every  year,  being  the  last 
day  of  tho  current  half-year,  shall  he  held  a general 
meeting  of  the  Society. 

G.  The  mode  in  which  the  successors  of  the  first 
managing  officers  of  the  Society  are  to  be  appointed  is 
as  follows  : — 
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At  each  half-yearly  general  meeting  of  the  society 
held  on  the  first  days  of  February  and  September  in 
each  and  every  year,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  arid  at 
the  end  of  such  meeting,  all  the  managing  officers  shall 
retire  from  office. 

The  retiring  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Society 
shall  then  act  as  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  electing  managing  officers  for 
the  ensuing  half  year  and  for  that  purpose  only. 

Only  members  of  the  Society  in  good  standing  shall 
be  eligible  to  take  any  part  in  the  meeting  or  in  the 
election  of  managing  officers,  and  the  retiring  man- 
aging officers  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  Chairman  shall  then  declare  the  meeting  open 
for  nominations  of  managing  officers. 

Any  member  of  the  Society  in  good  standing  may 
then  nominate  any  other  member  of  the  Society  in 
good  standing  as  a candidate  for  any  one  of  the  offices 
of  the  Society. 

When  all  nominations  have  been  made  an  election 
shall  then  be  held  by  ballot,  only  those  members  of  the 
Society’  in  good  standing  being  qualified  to  vote. 

The  election  for  each  office  in  the  Society  shall  be 
kept  apart  and  distinct  from  the  election  for  any 
other  office  of  the  Society. 

Upon  the  ballots  being  counted,  that  candidate  for 
each  office  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
polled  shall  be  declared  elected,  provided  that  if  there 
is  not  more  than  one  nomination  for  any  one  office, 
that  no  election  shall  be  necessary  for  such  office,  but 
the  Chairman  shall  forthwith  declare  such  nominee 
elected  to  such  office  for  the  ensuing  half  year.

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America 
Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour, 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 
exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which 
in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  pro- 
perty of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, 
— shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  loca- 
tion of  the  work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicants,  such  notice  to  be  published  as 
follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  near- 
est District  in  which  a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case 
for  a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the 
interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
Petition,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House,  to  be  filed  amongst  the  re- 
cords of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall 
be  received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten 
days  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill 
be  presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Rule  shall 
be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the  same  has 
been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof  at  a 
previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Pri- 
vate Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the 
House.  And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  Petition 
has  been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees 
required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the  House 
shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person  seek- 
ing to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 


with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of 
such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  the  notices  pub- 
lished. At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the 
applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
house  a sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a 
copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices  shall  not 
have  been  so  deposited  in  the  Hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition 
has  not  been  presented  within  the  first  ten 
days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  shall  be  six  liudnred  dollars.  If  the 
Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half  of 
the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
Toll  Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  per- 
son or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such 
Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  in- 
tend to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and 
vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether  they  in- 
tend to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not,  and  the 
dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorpora- 
tion shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relat- 
ing to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be  established 
for  any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle, 
or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as 
to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de- 
parted from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed  in 
accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  re-cast  by 
the  promoters  and  re-printed  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems, 
on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each 
page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7% 
inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal  number 
every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the  numbering  of 
the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but 
the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered 
separately.  Two  hundrel  copies  of  each  Bill 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend- 
ments are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted 
by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1901,  (see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model 
form  of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  05b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be 
drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill.
